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REPORT. 


To the General Assembly of Alabama: 


In accordance with the requirements of the University of 
Alabama, it becomes the pleasing duty of the Trustees to 
submit a report of the transactions of the Board, and the 
financial receipts and expenditures during the scholastic 
years of 1878-9 and 1879-80, including a brief reference to 
tl® condition and progress of the institution, its pressing 
needs, and its just claims to the fostering care of the Gene- 
ral Assembly of Alabama. 

At the date of our last report, the Session of 1878-9 had 
commenced under favorable auspices. The Faculty had been 
re-organized, and at its head was the thorough disciplinarian, 
skillful manager, and courteous gentleman, Gen. Josiah 
Gorgas. ‘Under his wise and prudent administration, every 
department of the University flourished ; system, order and 
harmony prevaild ; irregularities, which at one time threat- 
ened to become abuses, were corrected ; and everything gave 
promise of a new, vigorous and healthy growth to this time- 
honored institution of learning. By a mysterious dispensa- 
tion of Providence, Gen. Gorgas was suddenly stricken down 
by severe illness in the midst of his usefulness, early in the 
second term, and the duties of his office were for the remainder 
of the Session ably discharged by the Senior Professor, Dr. 
W. L. Wyman, in addition to the requirements of his spe- 
cial school, Latin Language and Literature. 

At the annual meeting of the Board of Trustees,- Gen. 
Gorgas tendered his resignation, but the Board, reluctant to 
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see the University deprived of his valuable services, and hop- 
ing that through rest and travel his health might be restored, 
deferred final action upon the resignation until the adjourned 
meeting in October. At that time, there being no material 
improvement in his health, the resignation of Gen. Gorgas 
was aceepted, and Hon. B. B. Lewis of Tuscaloosa was 
elected President of the University. Col. Lewis being at the 
time a member of Congress, and it being considered impor- 
„tant to the public interests that he should retain his seat, for 
a time at least, he was granted leave of absence until the 
beginning of the second term of the scholastic year, which 
absence, for reasons not necessary to particularize, was ex- 
tended to the close of the year. Prof. Wyman, who had so 
acceptably discharged the drties of President, after the ill- 
ness of Gen. Gorgas, continued at the helm, and thus, the 
interests of the University suffered no detriment. President 
Lewis commenced active duty with the beginning of the 
current term, and as he is now free from extraneous enta®— 
glements and will give his “ mind and heart to the work,” 
we may reasonably expect the most beneficent results from 
his accession to the office of President of the University. 
Since their last report, the Trustees have succeeded in re- 
placing the coal oil lamps, which were a constant annoyance 
and menace of danger, with gas lights, the supply being ob- 
tained, at a little over the actual cost, from the gas works 
(near by) of the Insane Asylum. The large quantity of pip- 
ing required to convey the gas from the reservoir to the Un- 
iversity and thence through all the rooms, the labor neces- 
sary to put the pipes in place; together with the burners, 
brackets, chandeliers, etc., necessarily involved a considera- 
ble expenditure, but the superior quality of the lights thus 
furnished, the absence of fire risk from the careless use of oil, 
and the large increase in illuminating power attained, so 
beneficial to students for night study—are advantages which, 
in our judgment, more than compensate for the cost of the 
undertaking. 
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As will be seen, by the statements in another part of this 
report, the attendance at the university has been gradually 
but steadily increasing, and we have reason to believe that 
the institution is as surely growing in public confidence and 
regard. Whenit isremembered that we have no Preparatory 
Department, that the age which must be attained for admis- 
sion is now sixteen years, instead of fifteen, as heretofore, and 
that a thorough examination must be satisfactorily passed to 
entitle the applicant to matriculate, the increase referred to 
is considered the more notable and gratifying. 

We have also, within the last two years, carefully revised 
and extended the curriculum and elevated the standard of 
graduation at the University. In the Academic Department 
we now have what may be termed three courses of instruc- 
tion. A scientific, classical and and electric course. Candi- 
dates for degrees must take either the full scientific or the 
classical course, each of which requires four years to complete, 
but students are received in any of the schools taught and 
are entitled to Diplomas on graduating from any school they 
may enter. The Trustees are persuaded that the highest in- 
terests of the University are to be found in elevating the 
standard of scholarship, so that the facilities for acquiring 
knowledge here shall be equal to those offered by the best 
institutions of learning in other States, while at the same 
time its doors are open to the aspiring youth who has not 
the money, the time or the ability to take a full course—allow- 
ing him due merit for that which he honestly attains, but 
withholding those higher rewards which only superior merit 
and high attainments can only rightfullydemand. We have 
also extended the facilities offered in the school of Law, by 
adding thereto the chair of International and Constitutional 
Law, which is ably and acceptably filled by President Lewis. 


CONDITION OF THE UNIVERSITY. 
1. Finances.—The tabular statements hereto appended 


exhibit in condensed form the receipts and expenditures for 
the two years ending June 30, 1880. It will be seen, (owing 
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to unusual outlays, such as introducing gas, securing insur- 
ance for three years, etc.,) that the expenditures have been 
in excess of the current receipts; but as there were balances 
in the hands of the treasury, the Trustees have been able to 
accomplish these improvements without incurring any debts.

Health of Cadets.— While there were many cases of slight 
ailments during the period embraced in this report, which 
received, the close attention of the surgeon in charge, the 
general health of the cadets has been very good. Only one 
case: of a serious nature has occurred, that of a young man 
taken down with typhus fever, and by the skill of the 
physician and the devotion and watchfulness of the 
accomplished matron in charge of the hospital, he was 
restored to health; and what may be considered quite 
remarkable, the disease did not spread, this being the only 
case. From the dctailed statements. accompanying the. 
surgeon’s official reports to the Trustees, it appears that the 
hospital was brought into requisition only thirty-six days 
since the beginning of the February term of 1879. In 
concluding his last annual report, the surgeon remarks : 

‘We have not had a single death during the year, nor has 
any cadet been compelled to resign from bad health, on 
account of disease contracted here.” 

We are happy to be able to state that, notwithstanding the 
peculiarly trying weather of the present season, the health of 
the cadet corps continues remarkably good, and that only 
three cases, up to this time, have been found severe enough 
to require treatment in the hospital. 


Attendance and Hours.—The whole attendance at the 
University during the scholastic year ending June 30, 1879, 
‘was 163, of whom 154 were from Alabama, 3 from Louisiana, 
2 from Mississippi, 2from Tennessee, and 1 each from 
Georgia and Florida. Distributed according to schools, 99 
attended the scool of Latin, 40 the school of Greek, 52 the 
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school of Modern Languages, 130 the school of English, 22 
the school of Mental and Moral Philosophy, 11 the school of . 
Geology and Mineralogy, 13 the school of Law, and 3 the 
school of Civil Engineering. Of these students the large 
number of 59, or over 30 per centum of the entire number, 
obtained lioes on the “roll of distinguished students,” to 
secure which they must have attained 90 per cent., or over, 
of all the merit marks attainable in any school of the 
University. 

The number of matriculates for the year ending June 30, 
1880, was 160; of these 101 studied Latin, 56 Greek, 58 
Modern Languages,131 English Literature, 104 Mathematics, 
57 Natural Philosophy and Astronomy, 48 Chemistry, 14 
Mental and Moral Philosophy, 13 Mineralogy and Geology, 
and 20 Law. Forty-seven names were enrolled on the list 
of distinguished students, and 63 granduated in one or more 
schools. The Academic degrees conferred, were as follows:

The Faculty of the University is constituted as shown in 
oir last report, except that the Hon. B. B. Lewis is now 
President in place of Gen. Gorgas, resigned; and also fills 
the chair of Common and Statute Law, made vacant by the 
elevation of Prof. H. M. Somerville to the Supreme Bench 
of the State. 

The additions to the Library, since our last report, have 
been:

Among the gifts to the Library, meriting special notice, 
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are—Ist, a costly collection of Botanical works presented by 
Hon. Thos. M. Peters, late Judge of the Supreme Court, and 
a graduate of the University of Alabama, of the class of 
1834; 2d, a collection of valuable English books, printed 
in the last century, presented by Hon. T. C. Clark, of Eutaw, 
Ala. Among these works are a folio edition (4th) of John- 
son’s dictionary, the works of Sir William Temple, the works 
of Thomas Brown, etc. 

The improvements and additions to the Chemical Labor- 
atory, since our last report, have been extensive and yaluable, 
as will appear from the subjoined memorandum. 

1. A nach needed improvement in lighting the rooms, 
made by cutting the windows down to the floor, and pro- 
viding glass doors for the same. 

2. The addition of a six horse power boiler, by which a 
sufficient supply of steam is easily kept up for the purposes 
of heating and evaporation, etc. From this boiler the steam 
is conducted to vessels of the proper shape, in which precip- 
itates, etc., are dried, substances are digested, and various 
other chemical operations carried on which require an uni- 
form temperature of about 212°. 

3. For the purpose of getting rid, as much as possible, of 
the disagreeable and corrosive gases generated in the ordinary 
course of analysis, two draught chambers of glass have been 
put up, one in each of the rooms; and, in addition to these, a 
small room, provided with a good draught flue, has been built 
in the area, just outside of the Laboratory. This room, which 
does not connect directly with the others, is used for sul- 
phurated hydrogen, which is thus kept out of the main La- 
boratory. 

4, Gas has been supplied, and all the work tables, about 
25 in number, are now provided each with a jet, for illumi- 
nation in dark or cloudy weather, and a Bunsen burner for 
heating purposes. Besides these, the draught chambers and 
the small room outside are fitted up with all the necessary 


gas fixtures. 
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Weare gratified to note here the compliment paid to the 
State University by the Ù. S. Census Bureau, in the selection 
of its Laboratory for the soil analysis, for the cotton culture 
report of the tenth census, and of its distinguished professor 
of Chemistry, in connection with Dr. Loughridge, of Georgia, 
to superintend these important analyses. All the soil 
analyses for the States of North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Tennessee, Alabama, Florida, Texas and the Indian 
Territory have been made in our University Laboratoryy 
under the supervision of Drs. Smith and Loughridge, by 
Prof. McCauley and two of the Laboratory students, Messrs. 
Chappell Cory and John B. Durrett. Besides the indirect 
advantages to accrue from the preference and distinction thus 
given to the chemical department of the University, the 
direct benefits already attained are very valuable. All the 
apparatus needed was supplied by the Census Bureau, but 
remains in the Laboratory; and all the chemicals needed for 
the soil analyses, as well as the work of making them, were 
of course paid for by the Census office.: We may also add 
that the boiler and steam fittings, digesting and drying appa- 
ratus, and the two draught chambers noted above, have been 
paid for, either by the Census office or the Geological Survey, 
and have thus been secured to the University without draw- 
ing upon its meagre income therefor. 


CONCLUSION, 


Having given the reports and statements contemplated by 
the act, incorporating the University, it only remains to 
urge upon the attention of the General Assembly the pressing 
need for such aid-from the State as her resources may war- 
rant and her liberality bestow. ‘We named in our last report 
three important improvments, which seemed to us absolutely 
essential to the growth, healthfulness and enlarged useful-. 
ness of the University, to-wit: Ist, a suitable supply of pure 
water distributed throughout the building; 2d, an arrange- 
ment for heating the building by hot air or steam, instead of 
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by unsatisfactory and unpleasant stoves; 3d, the erection of a 
chapel for the purposes of religious worship and instruction, 
examipations and other public exercises. We need not 
repeat the reasons -assigned for these improvements; the 
simple statement sufficiently demonstrates their importance. 
But the experience and observation of the last two years, 
convince us that if all that is desirable cannot be attained 
now, a chapel or assembly room disconnected from the Mess 
Hall and its surroundings, is indispensable to the prosperity 
of the University, to the well being of both officers and stu- 
dents. With this view, we adopt and embody herein a 
memorandum furnished us by President Lewis, and respect- 
fully urge intelligent and practical action by the General 
Assembly upon its suggestions. He says: 

The State of Georgia ceded the territory now comprising 
the State of Alabama, with the express condition that a suf- 
ficient quantity of land should be set apart by Congress for 
- the endowment of the University; and the Uuiversity owes 
its existence to the generosity and foresight of the State of 
Georgia. 

The Congress of the United States, recognizing this con- 
dition of the grant of the State of Georgia, provided, as one 
of the terms of the admission of Alabama as a member of 
the Union, that seventy-two sections, to be designated by 
the Secretary, should be set apart for the support of the 
University ; and should be appropriated by the Legislature 
solely for the use of the University. 

The seventy-two sections of land thus secured to the Uni- 
versity, by the action, first of the State of Georgia, then of 
the United States Congress, were most judiciously designa- 
ted by the Secretary of the Treasury in different portions of 
the State, in lots not exceeding in any location two sections. 
Tt was not at that time supposed that these lands could be 
sold: and hence the first act of the Legislature concerning 
these lands provided that commissioners appointed for the 
purpose, should rent them for one year~and where they 
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were improved that the rent should in no case be less than 
$2.00 per acre. 

If this policy had been pursued the Uuiversity would 
have become within a short time one of the most magnifi- 
cently endowed Institutions in America, and her wealth 
would have consisted in lands which could not have been 
destroyed by invading armies or by the failure of inflated 
banks. But so valuable did these lands promise to be, that 
the Legislature was induced by those who coveted them, to 
gradually put them upon the market; and throughout the 
history of these sales (as the numerous acts of the Legisla- 
ture will attest) the interest and often the wishes of the pur- 
chasers were consulted, until this magnificent domain was 
frittered away. And in some cases where persons had agreed 
to pay twenty dollars and higher per acre, they were allowed 
to compromise at less than half those amounts; and in many 
cases where the University brought suit, the Legislature 
required suits and judgments to be dismissed by the Trus- . 
tees. Finally, when these lands were wholly lost to the 
University, the Legislature required, by the several acts of 
1827, 1828 and 1833, the Governor of the State to invest in 
the aggregate three hundred thousand dollars of the funds 
of the University in the capital stock of the Bank of the 
State ; the fate of which is well known to the people of Ala- 
bama. It can easily be established by record proof that the 
State of Alabama is now justly due the University more than 
a million of dollars. 

But the University does not complain; and but for the 
total destruction of its magnificent buildings, library, cabi- ` 
nets, laboratory and apparatus, at the hands of the Federal 
soldiers, would not have applied for assistance to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Alabama. It only comes now for help 
because necessity requires it. Its growth, progress—yea, 
usefulness, depend upon the obtaining of more room. 


It needs, 1. A Chapel. It possesses no place for religious 
worship. Religious services are held every morning in the 
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dining room immediately after breakfast, and adjoining the 
kitchen, with all the odors of both places making it exceed- 
ingly disagreeable, The Institution, both Faculty and stud- 
ents feel the humiliation of this, and they appeal to the 
religious sensibilities, as well as to the dignity of a great 
State for a remedy. 
_ 2. The, University has no place for public exhibitions. 

For these, they are compelled to resort to the same “ mess 
hall” with the foregoing evils aggravated by the heat of 
summer. 

3. We have no suitable place for a library. A well- ` 
arranged, commodious hall fora library is of the highest 
‘importance. It is our earnest desire that not only the stud- 
ents should have the best facilities in this way ; but we wish 
the Faculty to feel invited and encouraged by the conven- 
iences of a library to constant investigation and improve- 
ment ; in this way alone can they become thoroughly efficient 
as teachers, and be induced to give to the State the benefits 
of their culture in the preparation of lectures, essays and 
books. 

4, We need a more spacious Laboratory.. If we attempt 
to heat the present building by steam, we will need the cel- 
lar, now used for a laboratory. Besides, the cellar now in 
use is not adequate for our chemical work. 

5. We need more room for Mineralogical and Geological 
cabinets, and for a cabinet of Natural History. The room 
now used is wholly unfitted for these purposes. And we 
have thousands of specimens which have to remain in boxes 
for want of room to exhibit them; and we have had to 
refuse others for want of a place to put them. 

6. It is exceedingly inconvenient and a great hardship on 
the classes in Natural Philosophy and Astronomy for them 
to be forced, in all kinds of"weather, to go a half mile to th 
old Observatory to recite their recitations, which they are 
compelled to do, as we have no room in the college building 
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suited for such a recitation room, and in which a physical 
apparatus could be put. 


7. We need other rooms for other classes, and better 
halls for the literary societies. 


8. We need more room for the accommodation of cadets. 
If we had more room we could obtain larger patronage. We 
now have students from Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, and 
Missouri—all of whom are excellent young men, and doing 
well; and who would spread our fame in those States, if they 
did not see that we were already crowded. We do not wish 
for the mere sake of numbers to derogate from our character 
as a State University, but we feel confident if the State will 
afford us more room we can increase considerably the mem- 
bers of those who are seeking the highest scientific, classical 
and professional education. 


We estimate that the sum of thirty thousand dollars would 
enable the Trustees to provide the additional room, the 
need of which is so forcibly urged by president Lewis ; 
but if the General Assembly in their wisdom think that sum 
too much to take from the State Treasury at one time for 
such a purpose, an appropriation of $10,000 a year, for three 
consecutive years, could be made to accomplish the desired 
results, Such an appropriation would scarcely be felt by 
the State, and the return for it, by the increased successful- 
ness of its University, would be prompt and abiding. As it 
is probable that the Congress of the United States will ulti- 
mately devote all the unsold public lands to education in the 
several States,-in which event the University would share 
in the benefits of such distribution, the aid now asked for 
might be refunded the State when that fund shall be acquired. 


In conclusion, the Trustees bear cheeful testimony to the 
ability and fidelity with which the Faculty have discharged 
their duties during the last two collegiate years—and in 
stating what the discipline and morale of the corps have been

all that could be desired. All of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted, by order of the Board of Trustees.
